Strikes Against 
‘Coercion’ To 
Control Movies 


WASHINGTON (7) Erie 
| Johnston, head of the Motion Pic- 
iture Association, said today movie 
producers rejected a proposal 
\from him that they agree not to 
lemploy “proven communists”. 
That was one of the proposals 
jhe made when he became head of 
theh industry association several 
years ago, Johnston told the House 
{committee on un-American activ- 
\ities. 

Testifying at the ‘committee’s 
hearings on Red activities in 
| Hollywood, Johnson said he pro- 
| posed that no “proven commun- 
ists’ be hired in positions where 
they might influence the screen. 

The producers turned down his 





proposal, he said, because of a 
legal danger that they might be 
“conspiracy” to keep a 


| accused of 


fman out of a job and because 


ithere is no definite way to deter- 
mine who or what a communist 
lis, 

| The association’s legal counsel 
| advised against the ‘potential 
\conspiracy” that might be involv- 
;ed, he said. 


At the outset of his testimony, 
Johnston read a statement which 
gaid the motion picture industry 
will continue to “insist on our 
right to decide what will or will 
not go in our pictures”. 





Against It 
} “T don’t propose,” Johnston de- 
{clared, “that government shall tell 
| the motion picture induistry, di- 
rectly or by coercion, what kind 





of pictures it ought to make. I - 


am as wholesouledly against that 


as I would be against dictating 
to the press or the radio, to the

Johnston took the witness chair 
when the committee met after 
{ lunch. 

In a tumultous forenoon session, 
John Howard Lawson, a screen 
writer, refused to answer a ques- 
tion whether he is or ever was @ 
communist and the committee 
Spee to cite him for contempt. 


Lawson argued the committee had 
no right to question anyone as tto 
political beliefs. 

The question of prosecution. of 
Lawson on the contempt charge is 
one which will eventually go to 
the U. S. district attorney if Hous® 
officials uphold the citation. Con- 
viction carries a penalty of $100 
to $1,000 fine and 30 days to a 
year in jail. Trial would be by 
jury.

Parents un- 5 
derstandably Co 
feel they are Miss Lenroot 
being unjustly criticized, and 
they are, for by and large they 


are doing their best. 
The Wrong Method 

The young people themselves 
are not aided by having their 
parents held up to community 
scorn. Their own loyalties are 
brought into play. They may re- 
sent what ther parents do, or fail 
to do, but often they have more 


understanding of what lies back | 


of their parents’ behavior than do 
those who criticize. 

The futility of holding parents 
accountable was well illustrated 
not long ago in the case of a young 
mather whose boy had got into 
serious trouble. On the face of it

parent. The boy had been left 


| pretty much to his own devices 


while she followed her own sorry 
way. So, he was sent to jail, as a 
horrible example to other parents 
who did not stay home and take 
care of their children. Subse- 
| quently, when her own story was 
| brought to light, pity for her took 
the place of scorn. She was seen 
as someone desperately in need of 
‘help, a woman who needed to be 
in a hospital, not a jail. 
Alertness Needed 

If the community had been alert 
to its responsibility, action of an 
entirely different kind would have 
been taken long before either the 
boy or the mother was brought to 
court. Somewhere along the line 
some one surely knew that the boy 
was headed for trouble. His teach- 
er, the policeman on the beat, the 
minister, priest or rabbi, these or 
any one of a number of people 
{must have seen that something 
The mother and boy 
should have been able to get help, 
but often they would have no place 
|in the community to which to turn, 

The failure lies there, at exactly 
the point where those in contact 
with the boy see that he is in 
|trouble. The chances are that 
even though they were fully aware 
‘of the difficulty, they would sim- 
ply have to stand by and ‘wait 
| for something to happen.” 

Action Possible 

Our communities should be 
equipped to do what needs to be 
done in getting help to our boys 
and girls and their parents at the 
first sign that something is wrong. 
‘Better yet, they should provide 
those services that help to prevent 
things going wrong. They should
